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24 Persons Die 
On Ohio Highways

24 persons killed on the state’s roads 
during the 78-hour Memorial Day 
weekend—nine less than predicted by 
highway safety officials. 
State Highway Safety D irector 
Eugene P. O’Grady predicted that 33 
persons would be killed on the state’s 
roads during the three-day holiday. 
Thirty-two persons died over the 
holiday period last year. 
Traffic deaths were recorded by the 
patrol beginning 6 p.m. Friday and 
ending at midnight Monday.

Urge Caution 
On Fund Cutoff

ministration backers urged restraint 
today in Senate debate on legislation to 
cut off all money for continued U.S. 
bombing in Cambodia. 
Senate action already had been 
delayed two weeks during negotiations 
in Paris and Saigon seeking full 
compliance with the Jan. 27 Vietnam 
ceasefire agreement. 
The Senate Appropriations Com­ 
mittee, in an amendment added to a 
$3.2 
billion 
supplem ental 
ap ­ 
propriations bill May 15, voted 
unanimously to prohibit the use of any 
money ever appropriated by Congress 
for further U.S. military activity in 
Cambodia and Laos. 
Five days earlier the House, in its 
first antiwar vote of the Indochina 
conflict, voted 219-188 to prohibit the 
use of any of the supplemental ap­ 
propriations in the bill for Cambodian 
air operations. The ban did not apply to 
prior appropriations. 
The more extensive ban proposed in 
the Senate reflected a growing 
congressional concern that resumption 
of bombing in Cambodia constituted 
new hostilities undertaken without ap­ 
proval of Congress, at the risk of 
reinvolvement of United States forces 
in the Vietnam war. 
Administration spokesmen defended 
the President’s authority to order the 
bombing as an extension 
of 
his 
authority to negotiate and enforce the 
Vietnam cease-fire. 
Early this month, the conference of 
D em ocratic senators endorsed a 
resolution urging legislative action to 
shut off funds for any military activity 
by the United States in Cambodia. 
Senate Republican Whip Robert P. 
Griffin of Michigan said the interests 
of peace will not be served by un­ 
dercutting current negotiations. He 
called upon the Senate to exercise “a 
bit of responsible restraint.”

48 Persons Die As 160 
Twisters Rake Nation

dipped to earth from storm systems 
across the Midwest and South over the 
Memorial Day weekend, claiming at 
least 48 lives in multi-million dollar 
trails of destruction. 
Several small towns were all but 
obliterated as about 160 tornadoes 
turned the long weekend into a holiday 
of horror for thousands. 
Deaths were reported in ll states 
from Oklahoma to Florida, and at least 
six other states reeled under heavy 
rains, high winds and flash floods.

Reports from local officials in­ 
dicated total losses would climb well 
above $100 million. The worst damage 
api»eared to be in small towns such as 
Brent, Ala., and Keofeton, Okla., and 
in the city of Jonesboro, Ark. 


The storms began their weekend at 
terror in Keefeton, a community of 400 
rn eastern Oklahoma. Officials said a 
funnel cloud dropped from tile sky just

swath of destruction. 


Destroyed was 75 per 
cent of 
Keefeton, including 150 homes, 125 
cars and virtually all of the business 
district. Five persons, including four 
members of the same family who were 
rushing toward a shelter, were killed.

resulted from drownings. Flash floods 
and wind-whipped lakes knocked out 
power, swept away homes and 
uprooted trees in state after state as 
the storms moved first southeast and 
then up the East Coast.

Physicists also hope the experiment 
will help unlock toe secret of controlled 
thermonuclear fusion, the source of 
the sun’s energy. This might aid in tin* 
search for an unlimited, pollution-free 
power source on earth. 
While Kerwin tuned up the $107- 
million array, (diaries Conrad Jr. and 
Paul J. Welt/, assembled cameras and 
sensors which they’ll use starting 
Wednesday to survey toe earth’s 
resources. 
It was the fifth day of the planned 28- 
day orbital flight.

Reality O f Gasoline Shortage Underscored

Uke the unwelcome thump of a flat 
tire, the reality of the gas shortage now 
begins to prey on the minds of 
motorists accustomed to driving as 
though there were always more fuel 
tomorrow. 
Warnings went out early that drivers 
who took to the highways for the 
Memorial Day weekend might have to 
shop around for gas to get home. 
Most of them made it because there 
are still huge quantities of gasoline 
available. But the locked service 
stations and gas rationing encountered 
by many underscore that the supply is 
not quite enough. 
Demand for gas has been increasing 
seven per cent a year, and traffic 
counts continue to grow. At the same 


time, many major oil companies say 
they do not have enough crude oil and 
have begun allocations to dealers 
based on 1972 sales. 
“Not many months ago we were 
hounded by salesmen wanting to sell 
fuel. Now you have to scrounge all over 
the place,” says Ray Alderson of 
Yellow Freightways in Kansas City. 
Transit officials seek bids for fuel 
and get no replies. State troopers in 
Honda have been ordered to cut back 
mileage. Taxi drivers in a Des Moines, 
Iowa, fleet have been told not to turn 
on their air conditioners. 
The effects of the shortage have been 
felt or feared for weeks by many whose 
livelihood depends directly or in­ 
directly on motor fuel. But there is 
little evidence that car owners have 
curbed personal driving. 


Most fin vers con Lee ted in a pre- 
weekend Associated Press survey said 
they did not plan any changes in 
driving habits or vacation plans. The 
question is whether they will have to. 
A handful of stations were limiting 
customers to five gallons over the 
weekend. Many independent and 
major stations have cut back hours or 
closed Sundays.

Legislative Report

A bill which many legislators con­ 
sider a major step in the moder­ 
nization of Ohio’s antiquated election 
laws was passed by the Ohio House of 
Representatives this week. 
House 
Bill 
337 
provides 
for 
authorized representatives of boards 
of election to canvass neighborhoods 
door to door in order to register new 
voters and update their current 
records. 
In 
additon 
to 
the 
bi-annual 
registration drive, the bill also 
provides for registration by mail for 
elderly, sick and disabled electors who 
would be unable to register otherwise. 
The bill also allows election boards to 
set up permanent branch offices. 
The bill is expected to significantly 
increase the num ber of people 
registered to vote in Ohio. Current 
Ohio election laws are overly strigent 
and unfortunately operate effectively 
to disenfranchise thousands of Ohio 
voters. In Ohio less than 70 per cent of 
the eligible voters are registered to 
vote. In other states which have up­ 
dated their election laws registration 
is 
much 
higher. 
For 
exam ple, 
California has 81 per cent of its eligible 
voters registered, while our next door 
neighbor, Indiana, registers 85 per 
cent of its population. Both of these 
states have an effective door to door 
registration procedure, and ILB. 337 is 
modeled after their laws. 
The bill now moves to the Senate for 
its consideration. 


This is a reminder to Ohio’s senior 
citizens eligible for 
the sta te ’s 
Homestead Tax Exemption that the 
1973 filing deadline is Monday June 4. 
Homestead Exemption applications, 
which are filed with the various county 
auditors, must be made annually. 
Even though a porperty owner 
qualified for and received a reduction 
in real estate taxes in 1972 under the 
Homestead Exemption, he must apply 
again this year. 
244,000 Ohio homeowners age 85 and 
over will receive an estimated $30 
million in property tax relief on their 
1972 tax bills, which are payable this 
year. 
To be eligible for the Homestead 
Exemption, a homeowner must attain 
the age of 85 sometime during 1973, 
reside in his homestead and have an 
income of less than $8,000 annually. 
The $8,000 limit applies to the joint 
income of homeowner and spouse. 
If the homeowner and his spouse 
have income of less than $2,000 an­ 
nually the taxable value of their

Over in the Senate this week a 
measure that will increase the size of 
an estate that can be distributed 
without administration from $5,000 to 
$10,000 was approved by a vote of 23-6. 
It is estimated that about 4 percent 
of all estates could tx* released without 
adm inistration by increasing the 
dollar limit to $10,000. This would 
reduce the time it bikes to settle these 
estates from tile present six or seven 
months to six weeks or less and should 
help reduce the over crowded court 
dockets. 


Officer Harrison halted a speeding 
motorist and gave him a ticket. But he 
failed to notice that the man was in­ 
toxicated. Scarcely five minutes later, 
the same motorist drove his car 
through a red traffic light and knocked 
down a woman pedestrian. 
Could the woman hold the city 
legally liable for the accident because 
of the officer’s blunder? 
“The city is supposed to provide 
police protection,’’ she argued in a 
court hearing. “That’s what we pay 
taxes for. If the officer hadn’t let that 
drunken driver get away, I would 
never have gotten hurt.” 
But the court disagreed, saying the 
law simply does not recognize this kind 
of a claim. 
It is true that all members of the 
community are entitled to reasonable 
police protection. But this is a general, 
not a specific, right. It does not mean 
that each victim of a crime, if he can 
point to some police error, can collect 
damages from the city government. 
The reasoning is mainly pragmatic. 
Courts fear that if such claims were 
allowed, the financial burden on cities 
would be staggering. 
Nevertheless, under certain cir­ 
cumstances, a person may indeed 
have a special right to police |>rotec- 
tion. Consider the problem of the 
person who is an informer or a 
material witness in a forthcoming 
trial. If he is in danger, the city is 
likely to be held responsible for his 
safety. 
"Otherwise,” said one court, “it 
might become difficult to convince the 
citizen to cooperate with law en­ 
forcement officers.” 
In one unusual case, the family of a 
suicide victim tried to blame tlx* city 
because tin* police had missed a 
chance to prevent the tragedy. They 
said officers had come out to in­ 
vestigate a family quarrel, then left 
with things still unsettled. 
But the city was exonerated. The 
court said even if tin* officers should 
have stayed longer, they still could not 
fairly have foreseen that the man 
would take his own life.

PRINCETON, N J. (AP) - The 
Gallup Poll reports that President 
Nixon’s popularity has dropped to its 
lowest point since he took office five 
years ago. 
In the May 4-8 [xiii, 45 per cent of 
those interviewed approved of the way 
the President was doing his job. The 
highest level was 88 per cent approval 
in polls taken during November 1989 
and January 1973. 
The latest poll occurred after the 
lYesulent’s April 30 television address 
in which he denied he had any prior 
knowledge of tlx1 Watergate affair or 
subsequent cover-up attempt.

After his crushing defeat in 1964, and

haste, Goldwater endorsed Nixon for 
the 1968 nomination. In due course, this 
proved a large frustration for the 
supporters of Governor Reagan, but 
Goldwater’s motives were clear and 
they were nxited in his Republican 
loyalties. 
Goldwater had seen the party not 
only 
defeated 
Ult 
shattered, 
and 
knowing that it could not capture the 
White House if its liberals and con­ 
servatives persisted in the internecine 
civil war of 1964, lie turned to Nixon as 
a centrist who could appeal to both 
wings. Goldwater did more. He held 
his Southern and Southwestern allies 
in line for Nixon, barred the door 
against a bolt to Ronald Reagan, and 
thus provided the secure conservative 
Ila se that allowed 
Nixon 
to 
lure 
Republican moderates and ride to an 
easy 1968 nomination. 
During the 1964 campaign Goldwater 
could with some plausibility be viewed 
as an extremist. He smelled slightly of 
gunpowder. He talked about sending 
the Marines to Guantanamo and even 
lobbing one into tin* Kremlin men’s 
room; my own opinion is that these 
were merelv Western hvoerboles. but 
his opponents made the most of them.

J*'Speaking Of Your Health

I am a 13-year-old boy. For the past 
seven months I have been almost 
constantly hoarse. 
I have attributed this to voice 
change, but now I am beginning to 
worry. 
Is such prolonged hoarseness nor­ 
mal? 'Thank you. 
A.S., Ohio 
Dear A.: 
My immediate reaction to your 
letter was admiration for the excellent 
way you have presented your problem. 
Your mature judgment in seeking 
advice by letter is in conflict, however, 
with the fact that you and your parents 
have taken such a long time to find out 
the cause of your persistent hoar­ 
seness. 
About the age of 13 the voice register 
of boys begins to change, but this 
should not be associated with hoar­ 
seness. 
The larynx, or voice box, contains 
the two vocal cords with which we 
make sounds. These vocal cords come 
together when we speak or sing. They 
separate when we breathe. 
Anything that interferes with the 
vocal cords as they vibrate against 
each other will produce hoarseness. 
An ear, nose and throat specialist is 
particularly equipped to examine the 
vocal cords and quickly determine if 
any problem exists. 
Most general doctors perform this 
examination, but usually choose to 
refer 
their 
patients 
to 
a 
throat 
specialist. 
My own experience in cases such as 
yours is that vocal abuse due to the 
exuberance of youth is the most likely 
reason for continued hoarseness. 
The yelling, the scream ing at 
football, basketball and other games 
are responsible in most instances for 


swelling of the delicate lining of the 
vocal cords. 
The spring and summer months are 
often accompanied by “Little league 
laryn gitis,” 
the 
afterm ath 
of 
overenthusiastic cheering for one’s 
team. 


If no other cause for your hoarseness 
is found, rest your vocal cords as much 
as possible. Don’t shout. 
One more bit of advice. Some people 
falsely believe that whispering during 
periods of hoarseness spares their 
voice. This is a mistake, because 
whispering can actually put more 
strain on the vocal cords than well- 
modulated, controlled low speech. 


While 
we’re 
on 
the 
subject of 
laryngitis, let me tell my adult readers 
that there are many other causes 
besides vocal abuse. 
A good rule of safety is that hoar­ 
seness that persists for more than a 
few weeks should be carefully in­ 
vestigated. 


Will you please write something 
about “bundle branch block” of the 
heart? 
Are there special precautions or 
exercises for this condition? 
Mrs. V.L.C.,Minn. 
Dear Mrs. C.: 
“Bundle branch block” is a very 
specialized type of interference with 
the electrical impulses that normally 
pass from one part of the heart to the 
other. 
It takes great medical astuteness to 
determ ine 
its 
cause.

trocardiogram can show the exact 
reason for this condition. 
When once this is determined, the 
pattern of activity can be established.

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NEW YORK (AP) — A deep fear of 
institutional 
trading 
has spread 
through the securities industry, which 
only a few years ago scorned the in­ 
dividual investor and scrambled for 
the big block commissions. 
The individual wasn’t paying his 
way, was the common excuse for 
declining the odd lot business of the 
small investor in favor of the huge 
commissions paid by insurance com­ 
panies and banks and pension and 
mutual funds. 
Rut now the attitude of many in­ 
dustry leaders is 180 degrees different. 
They fear institutional trading will 
ruin the markets. They are courting 
individuals. 
There are some interesting reasons 
for this. One of them is that liquidity, 
or the ability to smoothly match buy- 
sell orders, requires many investors 
willing to trade at various prices. 
When the traders are only a handful of 
institutions, the price spread grows 
and the market is convulsed. Not 
everyone on Wall Street was heart­ 
ened, for example, by the 29.42 point 
leap in the Dow Jones industrial 
average last Thursday. Rather than 
seeing it as evidence of strength, they 
view ed 
it 
as 
an 
institutional 
aberration. 
Too often, they say, the institutions 
not only own the same stocks but buy 
them at much the same time and sell 
them almost in unison. Playing games 
with each other, and without liquidity, 
they produce wide price swings. 
John Whitehead, chairman of the 
Security 
Industry 
A ssociation, 
provided some remarkable figures on 
concentration of ownership at a recent, 
meeting of that brokers’ organization: 
“One of our largest banks,” he said, 
“received over $1 billion in retirement 
and pension fund money to invest last 
year. It placed 65 per cent of that 


amount in just seven stocks, another 20 
per cent into eight other stocks and the 
balance into less than 15 other issues.” 
While 
this 
may 
be 
exceptional 
behavior, it isn’t unique. The assets of 
scores of institutions are concentrated 
in the same list of less than 50 stocks, 
while other, very worthwhile com­ 
panies, are ignored. 
These ignored companies now are 
highly distressed about the lack of 
interest in their shares, which have 
plum m eted to the low est price- 
earnings ratios — the number of times 
per-share earnings at which the stock 
sells — in many years. 
For the first time in decades, some 
of them are seriously concerned about 
their ability to raise capital, or at least 
to raise it without incurring prohibitive 
costs. Some companies with “normal” 
P-E ratios of 12 to 18 are selling for 6 to 
9. 
So that is one reason: The con­ 
centration of investing power in a 
relative few produces extremes of 
price in some corporate issues and 
results in a vast number of other issues 
tieing all but forgotten. 
But there is another aspect to this 
situation that some people might think 
represents poetic justice.

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Senators Report Farmers Abused 


WASHINGTON (A P) — The Senate 
Agriculture Committee says farmers 
have been abused and ill-paid despite 
their “ magnificent contribution” in 
providing America with an abundance 
of food and fiber. 
The committee, in a newly published 
report on its farm bill, says farmers 
represent the largest U.S. industry and 
have assets of $339 billion, equal to 
three-fifths of the value of capital 
assets of all U.S. corporations. 
“Estimates show that about one out 
of every five jobs in private em ­ 
ployment is related to agriculture,” 


the report said. ‘ About two million 
people have jobs providing the sup­ 
plies farmers use for production; 8-to- 
10 million people have jobs storing,

chandising products of agriculture.”

Prosecutors W ant 
Nixon Testimony 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Government 
prosecutors reportedly would 
like 
President Nixon to testify on how the 
Watergate coverup could have been 
carried out without his knowledge, but 
are said to feel a subpoena would be of 
dubious constitutionality. 
The Washington Post, quoting 
Justice Department sources, said 
today that the President’s role in the 
scandal is the only key question 
remaining to be clarified in the grand 
jury investigation. 
The prosecutors are reported to have 
told their superiors that evidence 
obtained thus far justifies questioning 
the President about how his closest 
aides could have kept knowledge of a 
coverup from him. 
“ The President should be given an 
opportunity to explain himself,” the 
Post quoted a source as saying. 
“ The Watergate investigation has 
run smack into the Constitution. We 
now' must deal with the question of how 
the President can be investigated ...,” 
said a Justice Department source 
quoted in the story. According to the 
account, officials believe the Con­ 
stitution prevents subpoenaing the 
President. 
Meanwhile, Sen. Howard H. Baker 
Jr., 
R-Tenn.,

Watergate investigating committee 
w ill call former 
high-level 
ad­ 
ministration officials to testify “ by the 
end of June.” Baker, vice chairman of 
the committee that resumes hearings 
June 5, said John N. Mitchell, U.K. 
Haldeman, John D. Ehrlichman and 
John W. Dean III would not be called 
before then. 


The Post’s sources reported that 
prosecutors have recommended the 
indictments of Mitchell, former at­ 
torney general, and Haldeman and 
Ehrlichman, bo til White House aides 
who have resigned. 
The Post’s account brought a sharp 
retort from White House Press 
Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler. He said 
the story, if true, “ reflects a shocking 
and irresponsible abuse of authority on 
the part of the prosecutors .... Grand 
jury proceedings are by law secret.” 
Ziegler said the White House has 
asked Attorney General Elliot L. 
Richardson and Watergate prosecutor 
Archibald Cox “ to investigate the 
circumstances of these anonymous 
charges against the President of the 
United States—and to do so im­ 
mediately.” 
The Post quoted a source as saying 
“ There is no bombshell tucked away. 
Rather there is an evidentiary pat­ 
tern” that raises questions about the* 
ITesident’s role. “ No document does 
it,” the source said. 
CBS News has reported that Dean, 
White House Counsel who was fired by 
President Nixon, has been offered im­ 
munity from all charges except one of 
obstructing justice, if he testifies about 
“ all he knows” concerning Watergate. 
The network said it had learned from 
unnamed government sources that the 
offer was from prosecutor Earl Sibert 
in a letter to which Dean had not 
responded by Monday night.

CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - Funeral 
services were to lx* held today for Fred 
lazarus Jr., one of tin' nation’s 
pioneers in retail merchandizing. 
lazarus, 88, 
wlio died 
Sunday, 
formed Federated Department Stores 
in 1929 and directed its growth for 
three decades. He was chairman of the 
executive committee at tile time of his 
death. 
Federated, with more than 200 
stores, is the nation’s largest depart­ 
ment store chain. 
He began his retailing career in 
Columbus, Ohio. 


WASHINGTON (A P )—The Supreme 
Court’s tie vote on whether school 
desegregation efforts must stop at the 
county line has eased the pressure in 
Congress for antibusing legislation. 
Splitting 4 to 4, the justices affirmed 
a lower court ruling that barred a 
merger of the predominantly black 
public school system of Richmond, 
Va., with the mostly white schools in 
two suburban counties. 
Justice 
Lewis 
F. 
Powell 
Jr . 
disqualified himself 
because of 
previous service on both the city and 
the state boards of education. 
The court deadlock, and the lack of 
any opinion explaining us order, left 
antibusing forces in Congress inclined 
to await further developments before 
pushing for legislation. The tie vote set 
no precedent, and the decision applies 
only to the' Richmond case. 
A spokesman for Sen. James B. 
Allen, D-Ala., a leader in last year’s 
fight to pass an antibusing measure, 
said the effect of the court’s action has 
l>een “ to defuse the issue." 
Sen. Philip A. Hart, D-Mich., a civil- 
rights advocate who voted against tin* 
legislation, agreed that this is the case 
“ for the moment.” 
But he told a reporter the antibusing 
drive could be revived if tin’ U.S. 6th 
Circuit Court of Appeals upholds a 
lower-court judge's order for tho 
consolidation of schools in Detroit and 
surrounding counties. 
The case is not likely to reach tin' 
Supreme Court before next year. 


The Senate Judiciary Committee 
earlier this year held two days of 
hearings on proposed constitutional 
amendments designed to preserve 
neighborhood schools.

BONN, Germany (A P) — The West

The regulations read, in part: 
“ The crim inals are under an 
obligation to give full and clear written 
or oral answers to all questions raised 
by the camp authorities. All attempts 
and tricks intended to evade an­ 
swering further questions and acts 
directed to opposition by refasing to 
answer any questions will be con­ 
sidered manifestations of obstinacy 
and antagonism which deserves strict 
punishment.... 
“ The criminals mast demonstrate a 
cautious and polite attitude to officers 
and guards in the camp ... When the 
Vietnamese officers and guards come 
to the rooms for laspection ... the 
criminals must carefully and neatly

Oil, Dollar 
Crisis Link 
Reported 


WASHINGTON (A P) — A high­ 
ranking energy official warned today 
that rising oil imports pose “ tlx* major 
threat to Die soundness and stability of 
the dollar over the next decade."

Wakefield said the public has 
lx*come aware* of an “ energy crisis” 
and a “ balance* of |>aymcnts crisis," 
but not of a relationship between tlx* 
two. 
“ I submit tliat they are directly 
related,” Im* said, “ ane! that within tlx* 
ne*xt year or two this relationship will 
Ix* glaringly apparent to everyone.

tentionally talking loudly, tapping on 
walls or by other means will be strictly 
punished.... 
“ The criminals must go to bed and 
arise in accordance with the orders 
signaled by the gong. 
“ During alerts, the criminals mast 
take shelter without delay. If no 
foxhole is available, they mast go 
under their beds and lay close to the 
wall.... 


“ Any obstinacy or opposition, 
violation of the preceding provisions, 
or any scheme or attempt to get out of 
the detention camp without permission 
are all punishable.

Crash, Rain Push Indianapolis 500 To Today 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) - The 57th 
running of the Indianapolis 500-mile 
auto race was rescheduled for today 
with the pall of a fiery, wrenching 
crash and an ensuing to rren tial 
downpour still hanging over the an­ 
cient Speedway. 
The crash 
came 
on 
the 
main 
straightaway only seconds after the 
lead cars of the 33-car field had started 
the rain-delayed race. It stunned the 
immense crowd of more than 300,000 


persons who had waited for four hours. 
The race was rescheduled for IO 
a.m., EDT. The National Weather 
Service predicted a 30 per cent chance 
of showers. 
One driver, David “Salt” Walther, 
25, of Dayton, Ohio, was hospitalized 
by injuries received in the accident, as 
were nine spectators. Walther was 
listed in critical condition with burns 
on 40 per cent of his body, a broken left 
wrist and a possible back injury. 


Dr. Thomas Hanna, head of the 
Speedway medical staff and in charge 
of the infield hospital, said most of the 
injured spectators suffered burns. 
Drivers Mike Hiss and .John Martin 
received minor injuries and were 
expected to lx* in the field today if their 
cars could be repaired in time. 
Crews of the cars damaged in the 
w reck- which involved nine vehicles—- 
and Speedway repair crews worked 
throughout the night to get both the 


cars and the track ready for the race. 
Walther’sc ar rammed into the wall, 
turned upside down and exploded into 
flames. The crash sent a shower of 
debris that dented several other cars 
and flew into the front rows of the 
crowd only about 20 feet from the 
track. 
The crash sheared off two steel poles 
supporting a cable and wire mesh 
fence above the wall, but the cables 
kept the cars and bigger pieces of 


wreckage from going into the grand­ 
stand. 


Only Walther’s McLaren was ruled 
out of the race. 


Martin and Hiss both said they felt 
their crews would have their Eagle 
automobiles ready to go. Ijee Kunz- 
m an’s Eagle was questionable since it 
sustained heavy damage, but the crew 
insisted it would be ready. 
The race was scheduled to be a total 


restart, with rows of three where 
possible, and drivers moving up to fill 
the empty spaces. 
There were four showers, the final 
one only 20 minutes after the crash. 
The front row—polesitter Johnny 
Rutherford and former champions 
Bobby Unser and Mark Donohue—was 
not involved in the accident, nor were 
three other former champions, three- 
time winner A.J. Foyt, Mario Andretti 
and Al Unser.

military figures and not one is 
a woman. 
Statues here lead a dif­ 
ferent life than their brethren 
in the United States. The 
figures, two from each state, 
are not gently huffed clean 
each day 
like 
their U.S. 


Capitol counterparts, hut 
stand unprotected against 
Mexico City’s pollution. But 
the lack of pigeons here helps 
make up for the smog. 
Francisco Sosa, a Yucatan 


poet, proposed in 1887 that 
each state send two statues of 
famous sons. 'The same year 
ruler 
Porfirio 
Diaz’s 


government, 
bent 
on 


“ Europeanizing” the city, 
endorsed Sosa’s concept and 
even offered to pay for the 
pedestals. 
The original plan called for 


the monuments to I* either 
marble or bronze, but the 
state of the Mexican economy 


dictated the 
latter. The 


economy of the states ap- 
peared to be a hit weak also. 
A row of empty pedestals to 
the north of the figures 
testifies to the fact that only 
18 of 
the 30 states sent 


statues. 


Alternating with the statues 


are an equal number of urns, 
probably intended to be 
complementary. Some time 
ago, moralists got all workc*d 
up over the figure of nude 
Diana smack in the middle of 
a major traffic circle and she 
had to don a bronze bikini 
bottom for a while. But the 
urns, each featuring a pair of 
lovely uncovered maidens, 
were left alone.

NBG Television network, 
which gave us the “Today” 
show in 1952 and “Tonight” in 
1954, plans “Tomorrow,” a 
late-hour interview show, 
starting this fall. 
The host of the one-hour 
program will be Tom Snyder, 
a Milwaukee, Wis., native. 
He’s been the 6 p.m. news 
anchorm an since 1970 at 
KNBC’-TV, a Los 
Angeles 
area station owned by NBG. 
“Tomorrow” is aimed at 
earlier risers or night owls, 
depending on one’s point of 
view. It’ll start at I a.m. 
Tuesday through Friday right 
after the Monday-through 
Thursday “Tonight” shows. 
“Tomorrow” is described 
by NBG’ as a “sophisticated 
talk show” that will tackle 
controversial, adult subjects.
